enterintothe intent of any fozraine Pꝛinte oꝛ State, 02 bee imployed out of this Realme in any 
ſeruice, (vnleſſe it were in the ſeruice of Us, oꝛ of fomeof Our Liege Subiects;) Neuerthelefle,. 
wee haue receined Inkoꝛmation, that notwithſtanding the ſtrictnefle of that Pur Commande⸗ 
ment, great numbers of Mariners and Sea-faring men,contrary to their duety and allegeanee, 
and againſt the Lawes ofthis Realme, haue pzeſumed without ſuch licence to goe abꝛoad, and 
ſerue other Pztnces and States in fozraineparts, to the great pzeiudice of Traffique.and-diſho- 
nour of Our owne lerutce, And that very great and vnſufferable abuſes ard committed by ſuch 


Mariners and Sea-faring men, as doe purpoſely withdꝛaw, oz wilfully refaſe to perfozme thole gs : 0 


vrgent and impoꝛtant ſeruices, wherein We haue occaſion to make ble of them: We haue 


good to fignifie Sur plealure, that Our ſaid fozmer Pzoclamation be hereafter carefully oblerne  - 
and put in exact execution, vo illing that all men ſhould take knowledge, and that we ſhall eſteeme- TT 


theoffenderstherin,as Fugitiues and Runnagates, fozgetting their naturall allegeance and out 


to Us and Our Lawes, and accozdingly ſhall pzoceede againſt them wirh al ſeueritit. Andfur- _ 
thermoze wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, that no Pariner oꝛ Sea-faring man, a

Peeſt-money-giuen oꝛ tendꝛed vato them, doeduetifully and reuerentiy receine i 1 [ 25 6 bn Wo e 
paire aboard Our Shippes at the times to them limited and aſſigned, and thencefogzth concinue- - - 
in Hur leruice; as to the duetit of good Sublectsappertaineth, and dor not i 


oꝛ depart therefrom without elpectall licence, vpon paine to incurre the vttermoſt ſeueritie of Our 
Lawes, which wee reſolue ſhall be extended to them as Malefactozs in very high degree, to the 
hazard of Our Royall Nauie and ſeruite. And wee doe further charge and ſtraitly Com- 
mand, that no perſon oz perſons that ſhallbe truſted oz tmployed foꝛ the pꝛeſting of any Mariners, 
oz other perſons to betmployedin Our ſeruite at Sea, doe at any time foꝛ fanour, reward, oꝛ other 
liniſter reſpect, foꝛbeare to pꝛeſt the ableſt andfitteſt men foꝛ ſuch Hur leruice, 02 hauing pꝛeſt them, 
doe diſcharge them againe, oz change them foz perſons leſſe able and d ſufficient; And that no 
Lientenants, Maſters, Purſozs, Gunners, Boteſwaines, oz other inferiour officers in any 
of Our Dhippes, noꝛ any other, but ſuch onely, as by the due oꝛders ol Our Rauie are allowed 
ſo to doe, doe at any time hereafter pꝛeſume to diſcharge any Mariners, oꝛ other perſon pꝛeſted to 
ſerue in any Our Shippes, it being Our full reſolution, that Sur Hauit being by Hur Pzincely 
pꝛouidente and care reſtoꝛed to as good and ſeruiteable eſtate, as any fozmer time hath knowentit, 
the Officers, Mariners and other perſons appointed to ſerue therein ſhall bee ſo regulated and 
kept in oꝛder in their ſeuerall ſeruites and imployments, as may beſt agree to our Honour, and the 
publique ſatetie of this Hur Realme. And therefoze if any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, after this 
Our admonttion and warning, hal pꝛeſume to offend in any thing befoze remembꝛed, they ſhal not 
onely inturre Our Indignation and high diſpleaſure, but ſhall be ſubiett to the ſenereſt puniſh⸗ 

ment that Our Lawes oz Royall Pzerogatine may inflict vpon them. |
